For claim 8, the prior art fails to teach a phase comparator further including a first 
reset means for the most significant bit of the first accumulator, a second reset 
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means for the most significant bit of the second accumulator, and a third AND 
means, where the output of said third AND means is connected to said first and 
second reset means of said first and second accumulator, where the most 
significant bit of said first accumulator is connected to a first non-inverting input of 
said third AND means, and where the most significant bit of said second 
accumulator is connected to a second non-inverting input of said third AND- 
means.
